“The action of the Grady board in 
proceeding to the extremity to which 
it did is an indication that it will not 
stop at anything short of destruction 
of the Steiner ward,’ Murphy said.

In Labrador Port Today

Charles A. Lindbergh and General 
Italo Balbo, respectively, the world’s 
most famous individual blazer of sky 
trails and the foremost pioneer in mass 
flights, were scheduled to meet in 
Labrador today as their paths crossed 
with each engaged in his favorite form 
of aerial venture. 

Colonel and Mrs. Lindbergh landed 
‘at St. Johns, Newfoundland, Wednes- 
day afternoon after a hop from Nova 
Scotia in the course of a leisurely 
flight across the North Atlantic.

The rate for natural gas 
at present is $1.30 for the first 
1,000, $1.10 per 1,000 for the next 
2,000; 635 cents per thousand for the 
next 17,000, and 60 cents per thou- 
sand for all over 20,000 cubic feet.

Must Turn to Violence. 


The problem, then, is simple. With- |

Let me say right here that he can- 
not. The records of the last few 
months prove this. Kidnapings have 
assumed front-page position in the 
news. 

The newest kidnaping to flare on 
the front pages is reported from Al- 
bany, N. Y., where John J. O’Con- 
nell Jr., 24-year-old nephew of two 
big bosses of the Albany county dem- 
ocratic machine, vanished—his dis- 
appearance followed by a demand for 
a $250,000 ransom. And take my 
word for it, Albany never had gang- 
sters capable of organizing and perpe-

This actual case was detailed for 
me by the executive in charge of erect- 
ing the building.

‘The business of the racket is just as 
wide-spread today as the business of 
the bootlegger was three years ago, 
This is not a comforting condition. On 
the other hand it is not half so bad 
as it sounds. Put in a nut shell, the 
business of the gangster before pro- 
hibition was cheap and hazardous be- 
cause its revenues were insufficient to 
pay for protection. The crime of vio- 
lence never in history has proven 
profitable. Burglars may rob a house 
of nothing, but assume all the risk in 
the world. A hold up man may rob 
a pedestrian of a dollar or two. He 
faces the same penalty as if the 
pedestrian had had a great deal more. - 

Crime is safe enly when protected 
by venal police or courts. That pro- 
tection is a commodity not offered at 
inferior prices. So violent crime is 
stupidity. In its very essence it is 
failure, 

Must Be Profitablie. 


Successful crime must be profitable 
On a great scale, to pay bribes, nur- 
ture corruption and hire skilled law-

can burglars, robbers petty 
The gangster 


again become the gangster because he 
has never changed except in purse. 
He is the same old beetlebrow with 
a few new ideas conceived in bootleg 
gold; a few new ambitions certain to 
trip him up, a few confidences that 
will prove mantraps as his bootleg 
revenues change into those for which 
he must resort to violence. 

There is a way and a simple way 
to rout the racketeer. It involves na- 
tional action. It demands a unifica- 
tion of protective measures that never 
ean be subsidized by local politicians 
and criminals. ~So closely are these 
local politicians and criminals allied 
that the line of demarcation between 
them is often indistinguishable. 

Can Break Tie Up. 

It is a deadly truth that the boot- 
legger never could have grown as he 
did without political protection he 
bought with bootleg money. It is 
a helpful truth that the passing of 
prohibition will enable honest offi- 
cials to break the tie-up between thief 
and cop and so disrupt the so-called 
the country 
over, 

The next few years will see tre- 
developments in American 
criminal codes and procedures, If 
some decent and sane social order is 
to survive, these developments al- 
ready are appearing obvious in their 
demands. 

The bootlegger who has turned rack- 
eteer is on the way out. The speed 


of his exit will be commensurate with 
the speed of the social order in enact- 


ing simple and far-reaching measures 
for the establishment of order and the 
banishment of the worst criminals the 
United States ever has tolerated. 
Even now the federal government 
is moving against the racketeer. A 
senate subcommittee investigating this 
form of criminality has just been as- 
sured by President Roosevelt that the 
full facilities of the federal govern? 
ment will be at the committee’s dis- 
posal.

‘Cattle Men Rap Lowering Prices 


While Cured Meat Prices Hit Rise 


ALBANY, Ga., July 12.—Charges 
that meat packers are endeavoring to 
fill their storage rooms with meat 
bought at low prices, to be sold at 
great profit—at the expense of the 
stock raisers—are contained in a pro- 
test filed by a group of south Georgia 
cattle men with General Hugh S. 
Johnson. federal administrator of the 
industrial recovery act. 

In their protest, J. T. and W. B, 
Haley, W. -B. Hutchinson, A. W. Bar- 
rett and C. F. Jarman call General 
Johnson’s attention to recent in- 
creases in meat prices and a concur- 
rent downtrend in prices paid for live 
stock on the farm. 

While prices paid for cattle on the 
hoof are lower now than they were 
90 days ago, they declare, feed costs 
have “doubled, trebled and quad- 
rupled.”’ 

They appeal for action by the fed- 
|eral administrator to remedy the sit- 
uation. 

The action taken by this group of 
cattle raisers, it is stated, probably 
will result in a compact organization 


of Georgia cattle men, with a view to 
the protection of their interests in- 
sofar as the regulation of live stock 
prices is concerned, 

‘We wish to call your attention to 
the prices of live stock in comparison 
with other commodities,” said the pro- 
test to General Johnson. “We are in 
the cattle business in a large way 
and it is vitally important to us. The 
price of cattle on the farm is actually 
lower now than ninety days ago, while 
feed costs have doubled, trebled and 
quadrupled. Hogs have advanced only 
one and three-quarters cents, while 
cured meats have doubled’ in price. 

“Apparently the big packers are 
holding down the price of live stock 
until they can fill their storage 
rooms to capacity, and then you can 
watch prices jump. Bellies in Chi- 
cago went up 45 points Monday, while 
live hogs actually went down ten 
points. 

“Anything you can do to relieve 
the situation will be greatly appre- 
ciated by millions of farmers and 
stock raisers.”
